ADVICE TO NATION 


Preserve Basis of Prosperi- 


ty to Avoid Disaster 


. Says Harding. 


Long-Time Credits to Euro- 


pean Nations Needed, 


He Declares. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—War time ex- 


penditures and the profound modifica- 
tions of the country's economic system 
make it imperative. Governor Harding 
informed congress today in the annual 
report of the Federal Reserve board, 
that the utmost care be taken to con- 
serve our credit and preserve th£ basis 
of our prosperity to avoid the extreme 
conditions prevailing in other countries. 


"I'pon the United States in a large 


measure," the governor declared, "the 
solvency and financial stability of many 
other 
countries 
depend. 
This 
fact 


greatly 
increases 
the 
responsibility 


which rests upon the American bank- 
ing system and calls for the exercise of 
sound judgment and the strict observ- 
ance of .sound financial and economic 
principles." 


In readjustment 
of' business, 'the 


country, Governor Harding asserted, is 
generally recognized as having! passed 
the crisis and in looking to the future, 
"a. spirit of greater 
confidence pre- 


vails." As the year closed, he said there 
were many indications that business 
generally was beginning to adjust it- 
self to new conditions and "was pre- 
paring to 
proceed on a sounder 
and 


s:mer basis.' 


Because of the accumulation of for- 


pign commodities, however, for which 
there is no market," Governor Harding 
continued, "countries .which have been 
sending us their surplus products find 
that they 
have 
nothing 
marketable 


with -which to .pay for their imports 
from us. 


"We 
find ourselves therefore," he 


maintained, "with a large export trade 
which is being paid for only in part by 
a great portion of the world.

ORDINANCE No. 3191. 
By MESSRS BAKER, FAUST AND 
WOLVERTON. 


Establishing traffic code and safety 


zones in the City of Newark, Ohio. 


Be it ordained by the Council of tho 


City of Newark, State of Ohio. 


Section 1. Pedestrians shall in the 
congested district cnfcs the street at 
right angles and at street and alley 
intersections only. 


•Setcion 2. Pedestrians shall keep to 


the right on sidewalks and not in any 
manner 
obstruct traffic 
or interfere 
with other pedestrians. 


Section 3. 
Pedestrians shall enter 


and leave safety zones at crossings and 
the en* ranee to such safety zonqs shall 
not be less in width than the intersec- 
ing sidewalk and in no case less than 
15 feet in width.
